No. C.-589. — The Commissioner, Northern India Salt Revenue, is pleased to 
publish the following rules for the purchase and issue of unbagged salt in bulk from 
the sources at Khewra, Kalabagh and Warcha in the Punjab. 

1. Applications for unbagged salt to be located in bulk will be xeceived only from 
such persons oi classes of peisons and for consignments only for despatch from such 
of the above sources and to such destinations as the Commissioner, Northern India Salt 
Revenue, may from time to time by notice specify. 

2. The Commissioner may at anv time by notice direct that unbagged salt shall 
be issued only on the credit system (authorized hv Act X of 1908) from stated sources 
or to stated persons or classes of persons or for consignment to certain destinations. 

3. The dutv, pi ice, and loading charges will be the same as in the ease of hagged 
salt, and applications will he received at Tieasuries and post offices as prescribed in 
Notification C.-506, dated 8tli July 1922. An application mav not be made partly 
for hagged and partly foi unbagged salt. 

4. Tbe application shall be made on the form of indent prescribed for hagged salt, 
and shall show all particulars required in the case of hagged salt, except that the word 
“unbaggecl” shall he entered in the several columns in foils 1, 2, and 3 lequiriug 
particulars as to bags; and vheu tbe salt is to be issued on ciedit, tbe words “On 
ci edit” sliall be entered in place of particulars showing the payment of charges. 

« 5. ITnbagged salt will be booked only at owmei’s risk, and tbe consignee will be 
responsible for unloading tile salt. 

6 In tbe ca«e of salt issued on credit, no adjustment of an excess or deficit which 
may be found at tbe time of weighment will ordinarily be made, unless the difference 
exceeds 10 per cent of the weight of salt shown in the indent, or unless the issue 
of the excess would cause the credit account of the indenter to be overdrawn. The 
value of the salt actually issued will he debited to the account of the indenter. 

7. In all other respects except as regaids the supply of and payment for hags the 
procedure laid down in Notification C.-506 shall he followed, and the rules of the said 
Notification shall he applicable to the purchase and issue of unbagged salt.

1229-C. D. — In exercise of tho power conferred by section 20 ( 1 ) of tbo 
Criminal Tribes Act (III of 1911), tbe Hon’ble tbe Chief Commissioner, Aj mer-Merwara , 
is pleased to make the following rules lo carry out the purposes and objects of the 
said Act : — '■ 

These rules mil talee effeot from the 1st July 1922. 

1. The register of the members of a criminal tribe prescribed in section 4 of the Act 
shall be prepared in English and shall be in tbe form given in the Appendix. A separate 

T , , , , , , , page shall be filled up with reference to each 

member and all the pages should bo kept, m 
a file book. All members of a criminal tribe shall bo bound to furnish correct infor- 
mation for the purpose of the maintenance of their register and in the case of a criminal 
tribe, of which only the adult members aie registered, the father, uncle, brother, or 
failing them, the nearest relative, shall he bound to give notice to the officer in Charge 
of the police station within the limits of which they reside of tbe attainment of the age 
of IQ by any member of tbe tribe whose name is not on tbe register. 

In tbe case of a tribe settled in a settlement, this duty shall devolve on tbe officer-in- 
ebarge, who shall report to the District Magistrate with his recommendations. 

2. (/) The notice prescribed in section 5 of the Act shall be sent to tbe police officer-
